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Campaigners 
join forces for 
justice march

PRESSURE groups are to come 
together to show a ‘united front’ 
demanding justice for two 
alleged victims next month. 

The organisers of Justice 4 Leon, 
the Faruk Ali Justice Campaign, 
with the possibility of leaders of 
other campaigns, will join forces 
for the march with the aim of 
getting their collective voices 
heard. 

Attiq Malik, lawyer for Faruk, 
hopes to put pressure on 
Bedfordshire Police to release the 
recordings from an incident 
involving Mr Ali and two police 
officers who were cleared of 
racially aggravated assault earlier 
this month - to the outrage of 
many. 

Mr Malik said: “We are calling 
for the shocking audio and video 
which was used as evidence in 
court to be released. 

“It shocked me so much when I 
first saw it, I think it should be out 
there for people to see. 

“The police are public servants 
and members of the public have a 
right to see it.” 

Dhobir Ali, 31, brother of Faruk, 


said: “We’re doing this to try to 
get our voices heard about what 
we want clearly. 

“We are hoping people will 
come out to march in big 
numbers and we’ve had a lot of 
people showing interest. 

“It’s all about working together 
to help us get our voices heard.” 

Justice 4 Leon are also at the 
forefront of the march’s 
organisation. 

They are seeking justice 
for Leon Briggs who died 
in police custody last 
year. 

Liberty Louise, 
spokeswoman for the 
campaign group, said: 

“We are coming 
together for the march 
as all the groups have 
one thing in common, 
that the current system 
doesn’t work for us. 

“We need to come together and 
show a united front. 

“We are not happy with the out¬ 
come of the Faruk Ali case and we 
are not happy with the time being 
taken with the investigation into 
Leon’s death. 

“We feel there is a big issue with 
the disparity between justice for 


civilians and police officers and 
we want these issues to be 
addressed. 

“We are also looking at the 
possibility of starting a group to 
help people in similar situations 
across Luton in the future.” 

The march is scheduled to take 
place on Sunday, January 11 with 
times and the route expected to 
be confirmed in the 
coming days. 

A Bedfordshire 
Police spokesman 
said: “We will 
have a responsi¬ 
bility to facili¬ 
tate any peace¬ 
ful protest and 
to make sure 
that we fulfil 
our duty of care 
for public safety. 
“We will of course 
speak with the 
organisers and other rele¬ 
vant partners to appropriately 
plan and prepare for a demon¬ 
stration of this size and nature.” 

He added: “As the officers in 
question are currently part of a 
disciplinary process it would be 
inappropriate to comment 
further.” 




Miracle girl back where she belongs 


A GIRL who survived four heart 
attacks and spent months in hospital 
has had her first Christmas at home 
following her illness. 

Ava Mear, five, from Caddington, 
fell ill on January 12 this year and 
underwent treatment at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital (GOSH), 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital and The 
Children’s Trust in Surrey. 


She finally returned to school in 
September and is now on the mend. 
Her father Clive said it had been a 
‘tough year’ for the family but that 
having Ava back home was a ‘dream 
come true’. 

He added that a fund set up to raise 
£80,000 for the machine that treated 
Ava at GOSH had now reached 
£56,000 and was still going up.

Council tight-lipped 
over legal bid costs

LUTON council has said legal 
costs for its failed challenge of a 
neighbouring authority's hous¬ 
ing plans are ‘not yet available'. 

The council has opposed 
Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
decision to give outline approval 
to a developer’s plan to build 
5,150 homes and more than 
200,000 sq metres of retail and 
industrial space across green 
belt land north of Houghton 
Regis. 

During a High Court hearing 
last week which lasted two and 
half days, Mr Justice Holgate 
rejected all ten grounds of 
Luton’s challenge, branding four 
of them as ‘wholly unarguable’. 

Luton council employed a QC 
and a junior barrister for the 
case. 


The authority said it would 
release its costs for the case as 
soon as they are available. 

The council had claimed that 
Central Bedfordshire had failed 
to co-operate with it as required 
by statute, and that the scheme’s 
provision of affordable housing, 
at 10 per cent, was not enough. 

However, Mr Justice Holgate 
said: “It is most unfortunate that 
this project, which will deliver 
much needed development and 
nationally important infrastruc¬ 
ture, has been delayed by a chal¬ 
lenge lacking in legal merit.” 

He also refused Luton council 
permission to appeal the deci¬ 
sion, but the authority has 
announced its intention to take 
the case to the Court of Appeal. 

Cllr Nigel Young Central 
Bedfordshire, said: “We were 
particularly pleased that the 
Judge recognised that the project 


will deliver much needed devel¬ 
opment and nationally impor¬ 
tant infrastructure.” 

Cllr Sian Timoney, Luton’s dep¬ 
uty leader, said: “The fundamen¬ 
tal issue at stake is the duty of a 
neighbouring authority to coop¬ 
erate in the preparation of a 
strategy to address Luton’s very 
significant projected unmet 
housing need over the next 15-20 
years, and support the borough’s 
identified key role in the sub 
regional economy. 

“Luton Council is extremely 
disappointed with the judge¬ 
ment of the High Court and 
therefore intends to ask the 
Court of Appeal to re-examine 
the case as the issues involved 
are so serious and many of our 
concerns seem to be shared by 
the Planning Inspector dealing 
with Central Bedfordshire’s 
Development Strategy.” 


Keech patient makes television appearance 


A THREE-YEAR-OLD boy who has 
been cared for by Keech Hospice has 
appeared on a national TV channel’s 
Christmas appeal. 

Stone Zsentko, three, and his fami¬ 
ly, appeared on ITV’s Text Santa 
appeal, featuring in a short film for 
Together for Short Lives, one of the 
six Text Santa charities. 

The film showcased how hospices 
like Keech supports families and 
how money raised for Together for 
Short Lives will help support the 
UK’s 53 children’s hospices. 

Stone’s story told how he contract¬ 
ed meningitis before his first birth¬ 
day He suffered a severe seizure and 
was rushed to hospital where his 
heart stopped for 17 minutes. 

During this period Stone experi¬ 
enced a lack of oxygen to the brain 
which left him severely brain 
damaged, and his mother Lisa was 
told he had days to live. However, she 
took him to Keech and he has now 
survived for over a year.

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‘Unfair tax’ hitting 
900 town families

MORE than 900 residents in 
Luton have had their hous¬ 
ing benefit reduced as a 
result of the government's 
Welfare Reform, new figures 
have revealed. 

Figures obtained by this 
newspaper from the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) showed that 
913 people had seen a fall in 
their benefits because of the 
government’s controversial 
‘spare room subsidy’ policy, 
dubbed the ‘bedroom tax’ by 
the Labour party. 

Last week, the opposition 


failed in a bid to have the 
policy scrapped during a vote 
in parliament. Luton South’s 
Labour MP Gavin Shuker said 
it caused problems for resi¬ 
dents who could not find a 
smaller house to live in. 

He added: “Labour have 
been really, really clear that if 
we get elected in May we will 
get rid of this unfair tax 
because there are many 
people who are being affect¬ 
ed by it.” 

Luton council said it had 
‘re-housed 73 council tenants 
who were under-occupying 
their home’ since the intro¬ 
duction of the policy in April 
last year. 

It currently has 85 tenants 


waiting to move into smaller 
accommodation. 

A DWP spokeswoman said 
the policy saved taxpayers 
more than £1 million a day 
and that it was introduced to 
‘get the soaring housing ben¬ 
efit bill under control, return 
fairness to the system and 
make better use of social 
housing stock’. 

She added: “We have given 
Luton more than £lm extra 
funding over two years to 
support vulnerable people 
that may need extra help and 
there has been an 18 per cent 
fall in the number of people 
in Luton affected by the poli¬ 
cy since it came into force, as 
tenants take action.”

Flashing must be 
‘taken seriously’

VICTIMS of indecent expo¬ 
sure can be just as affected as 
people who are burgled, 
according to a charity. 

However last week when 
Luton on Sunday asked if 
indecent exposure was a con¬ 
cern for Bedfordshire Police, 
a spokesman questioned why 
this newspaper thought the 
public needed to know about 
when and where this type of 
incident takes place. 

According to Victim Support 
Bedfordshire though, any 
services working with victims 
should be looking at the 
impact it has rather than just 
the crime. 

Division manager for Beds 
and Cambs at Victim Support, 
David Padgett said: “The 
nature of the offence is almost 
irrelevant, the important 
thing is how it impacts on the 
victim. 

“Someone who is a victim of 
an indecent exposure is just 
as affected as someone who 
has been burgled, you can’t 
predict what people are going 
to be like.

Bogus booze seized 
from stores’ shelves

POISONOUS vodka which was capable of 
killing or blinding drinkers has been confis¬ 
cated from three shops. 

Trading Standards officers removed the 
Glen’s and Kommissar branded spirit from 
shelves in Luton after noticing the label 
described the substance as ‘botteled’ rather 
than ‘bottled’. 

They then discovered the Kommissar 
products had fake duty paid labels. 

The bogus bottles had extremely high levels 
of isopropanol, commonly used as an indus¬ 
trial solvent, and butanol which is used in 
paint remover. 

Cllr Aslam Khan, portfolio holder for public 


health, said: “It is very worrying to find these 
dangerous products on sale locally, particu¬ 
larly in the run up to Christmas. 

“Drinking these chemicals could cause 
serious illness or even death in extreme 
cases. 

“Many unsuspecting consumers may think 
they are buying cheap duty free alcohol, 
when they are actually buying fake and 
dangerous products.” 

Investigations are ongoing into the source 
of the fake vodka, but it is believed it came 
from a ‘white van man’. 

Any trader found selling illicit bottles of 
alcohol and placing the public in danger risks 
having their licence taken away. 

If you think you have been sold fake alcohol, 
call the consumer helpline on 03454 040506.

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EU speeches do not 
reflect grim reality 


IN this week’s column, MP Kelvin 
Hopkins reflects on an EU 
meeting he recently attended 


AS a member of the European 
Scrutiny Committee, a 
couple of weeks ago I went 
with its chairman Sir Bill 
Cash MP to a meeting in 
Rome. 

We were representing 
parliament at a meeting of an 
organisation called COSAC, 
together with a couple of 
hundred representatives of 
the other EU parliaments. 

We were subjected to a 
number of lengthy speeches 
by senior EU figures, includ¬ 
ing Italian Prime Minister 
Renzi. 

His confident, optimistic 
speech seemed remote from 
what was happening outside 
the beautiful Italian Senate 
chamber where we were 
meeting. There was no men¬ 
tion of the mass unemploy¬ 
ment of young people right 
across southern Europe, no 
mention of the Italian general 
strike taking place the same 
week and no mention of the 
growing crisis in Greece. 

But Snr Renzi was outdone 
by another even smoother, 
even more optimistic speech 
from European Commission 
Vice President Timmermans. 

He spoke of the bright future 
for the youth of the EU, a 
stunning statement which 
completely ignored the fact 
that more than half of young 


people under 25 in Spain and 
Greece and millions more 
elsewhere had no jobs and no 
hope of a job for the foresee¬ 
able future. What was even 
more astonishing is that 
virtually all the delegates 
from across the EU sat quietly 
and made no protest against 
such nonsense. 

That is to say, except the 
British of course, with both 
Sir Bill and myself later put¬ 
ting in our sixpenny worth. 

As a senior representative, 
Sir Bill was permitted to make 
a longer formal speech from 
the front of the Conference, 
very critical of the EU but 
from a Conservative angle. 

For my part, from the left, in 
my second permitted one 
minute speech, I asked why 
there had been no mention in 
our two-day conference of 
mass unemployment, of the 
falling living standards work¬ 
ing people, of inequality, of 
poverty and the failure of the 
Eurozone economy. 

I am told my speech was 
received in silence, perhaps a 
stunned silence, for raising 


the real issues about which 
almost no-one seemed to 
wish to speak. 

It occurred to me that the 
delegates were either all 
signed up to the nonsense of 
the Eurozone and the ravages 
it has wrought on the lives of 
millions of ordinary people in 
the EU, or they were nervous 
of speaking up for fear of 
party political retribution 
when they returned home. 

It is certainly the case that 
in proportional representa¬ 
tion electoral systems, 
commonplace in continental 
Europe, where electors vote 
for lists of candidates, only 
those at the top of the list get 
elected. 

It is easy therefore for party 
leaders to put dissenting 
members lower down on 
party lists and get rid of them 
at following elections. That is 
one reason why I so strongly 
support Britain’s first past the 
post system. 

Whatever the reason for the 
silence of EU Parliamentary 
lambs, there is clearly some¬ 
thing wrong with EU politics.

THE snow-clad mountains, the deep valleys 
through which torrents of clear water rush; 
the ancient forests and towering glaciers, the 
waves crashing against the craggy cliffs. Does 
this neatly sum up your Bedfordshire home?

The mud is. . .mud. If you’re going to walk 
across fields in the winter, there will be mud. 
Deal with it.

sandwich and a can of lager. 

Rowney Warren sounds like something out 
of Watership Down or The Hobbit. Tucked 
away in Mid Beds, it’s a part of Ampthill 


Forest, a huge area of woodland where you can 
walk, with or without a dog, or follow moun¬ 
tain biking trails with an added rush of adren¬ 
alin. Striking out from the woods, pick up the 
Bunyan Trail, leave it where it joins the 
Greensand Ridge Walk and follow that route 
all the way to Clophill village passing the 
atmospheric ruins of Clophill Church. 

Then nip into one of the two village pubs to 
revive your own spirits! 

For amazing views you can’t beat Sharpenhoe 
Clappers. 


Sounds like a troupe of Morris dancers, I 
know, but this striking ancient chalk down- 
land, Bedfordshire’s answer to Table Mountain 
in South Africa or Uluru in Australia, is part of 
the gently rolling Chiltern Hills. 

Set off from Barton le Clay and you can do an 
exhilarating round walk of just over six miles 
with a pit stop at The Chequers pub in Streatley 
halfway round. 

Ok, so you’re putting those New Year resolu¬ 
tions aside - but only for a few minutes...

Recovered Smith backs pal Guttridge to 
bounce back from his own injury woes

LUKE Guttridge will bounce back from his 
latest career-threatening injury blow and 
return for Luton this season - that is the view 
of team-mate Jonathan Smith. 

Both Hatters players were forced to watch 
from the sidelines last term as Town stormed 
to the Conference title and won promotion 
back into the Football League. 

But while Smith has been a mainstay of the 
side since his return from a broken leg in 
September, Guttridge has re-injured the foot 
that kept him out from March and had seen 
him play in under half of Town’s games this 
term. 

Hatters boss John Still admitted earlier this 
month that the former Northampton ace’s 
career hangs in the balance over the problem 
recurrence, with hopes pinned on injections 
to calcify a bone which has already been oper¬ 
ated on and a screw inserted. 

Smith, however, has no such doubts, saying: 
“Do you know what? Luke Guttridge was the 
person that helped me the most when I was 
injured. He put me up in his house when I did 
my leg and I needed help. 

“I’ve got a lot of respect for him, he’s a top 
player, he’ll be back and he’ll be back this sea¬ 
son.” 

Smith has formed a good central midfield 
partnership this term with Nathan Doyle and 
part of that, so says the 28-year-old, is down to 
the diligent work he put in while on the road to 
recovery. 

“When I was off with the broken leg I took a 
lot of time to try to improve my game through 
watching and learning and I’m now putting 
that into practice,” he explained. 

“I didn’t waste my time when I was off, I 
worked hard on what I could improve on.” 

His efforts saw him rewarded with the skip¬ 
per’s armband, in place of the suspended Steve 


McNulty, for the 1-0 FA Cup second round 
replay win over Bury earlier this month, which 
booked a third stage trip to fellow fourth tier 
rivals Cambridge United. 

“It was a great honour to captain such a big 
football club and I’m proud of that,” Smith 
said, adding: “Steve McNulty is the captain 
and always will be. 


“He’s done a magnificent job this season and 
is a real leader of the team, so I had to take a big 
job on because he does such a good job for the 
team.” 

McNulty returned to the side for last 
Saturday’s League Two victory at home to 
Newport and Smith knows it was important to 
get back to winning ways - after the previous 


weekend’s 3-0 reverse at Morecambe - as the 
Hatters bid to remain among the League Two 
high fliers. 

“It’s very important now, and I know it’s eas¬ 
ier said than done, to concentrate on the 
league because we’ve got some massive games 
coming up,” he said. “It’s important that we 
push hard in the league now.”

Still’s not ruling out new 
recruits in January sales

JOHN Still says he isn't a 
fan of the January trans¬ 
fer window but didn't rule 
out entering the New Year 
sales if the right player 
comes along. 

The Hatters’ squad has 
suffered a number of inju¬ 
ries in recent weeks, espe¬ 
cially in the attacking 
department, and the man¬ 
ager admitted that could 
lead him to bring in rein¬ 
forcements. 

However, Still isn’t a man 
who deals with short term 
fixes, and said he would 
only bring in players if it 
was the right move in the 
long run. 

“I’m not a big lover of this 
transfer window,” he said. 

“I think sometimes you 
can get sort of dragged 
into doing something that 
long term is not the right 
thing. 

“So if there was some¬ 


thing out there that we felt 
was right it would be with 
a long term tag attached. 

“The injuries that we 
have could be a reason 
that we would do it, but 
we’ll wait and see. 

“If the right person 
became available whether 
it was now, six weeks ago 
or in six weeks’ time then 
yes because we know 
that’s right. 

“There are players that 
interest us, we might have 
enquired about them but 
they’re not available. 

“Would they be available 
in January? Maybe, but 
even if they were available 
it doesn’t mean we’d take 
them.” 

Luke Rooney’s short term 
contract expires next 
month, and Still revealed 
he has held talks with the 
midfielder who has 
expressed his desire to 
stay and scored in the FA 
Cup win over Bury and in 
the League Two win over 
Newport. 

He also said the signing 


of defender Lewis Gibbons 
is close to being finalised, 
with the club having found 
the defender suitable 
accommodation. 

The former Sunderland 
youngster was sacked by 
the Black Cats for failing a 
drugs test, but it was 
revealed last month that 
the 20-year-old is set to be 
offered a contract by the 
Hatters after serving a two 
year ban. 

“We think we’ve got digs 
for him,” said Still. “All it’s 
been is we don’t want him 
at his age to live on his 
own, we don’t want him to 
live in a hotel. We need 
him to be in somewhere 
but we may have found 
that for him.” 

Another Hatters signing 
could be Cameron 
McGeehan, who 

impressed at Kenilworth 
Road on loan from 
Norwich City last season. 

Still, however, said he 
would only be interested 
in a permanent move for 
the midfielder.
